graduated with the class of 1899. It 
is true that both in the school and 
siBce, I have opposed the teachings 
of Dr. H. G. Mitchell. He taught and 
teaches that-Jesus Chrisf, when in 


supposedly 'ighof-aut views to his 
ciples for the truth, tie not knowing- 
any better; that His, disciples, who, 
according to the Bible, were 'guided 
into all truth' by the Holy Spirit, were 
equally 
ignorant 
and 
left us in 


the Scriptures their ignorant fancies 
for fact. What becomes of the author- 
ity of Jesus Christ or the Bible under 
those circumstances? If Jesus Christ 
was ignorant along any line, why not 
along all lines? 
Who will tell us: 


'Here Christ was rignt'—'There He 
was wrong?' 


"I have no apology, whatsoever, to 


make for exposing such bad philos-, 
phy, and vastly worse, Methodist 
theology; especially so, as it is a fact 
that there is not a single fundamental 
position, or teaching of the self-styled 
'Modern Scientific Biblical Critics,' 
who attack the authority, authenticity 
and superhuman elements of the Bible 
that cannot be produced either di- 
rectly, or by the plainest possible in- 
ference, from Tom Pain's 'Age of 
Reason,' and other theological writ- 
ings. 


"In the article of January 3, 1904, in 


The Times, it was said that 'Prof. 
Mitchell was sustained.' 
He was 


never tried. 


"Twice the students who objected to 


his teachings asked through the heads 
of the theological faculty to be placed 
face to face with Dr. H. G. Mitchell 
before hia own president and dean. 
Twice he refused to meet them. He 
said: 'I am not on trial." The stu- 
dents asked for the meeting for the 
expressed reason that if in anything 
they had misunderstood him or had 
unintciitially 
misrepresented him, 


that they might be set right in the 
presence of the heads of the school. 
The next step was taken when the 
committee of seven trustees, which had 
the nominations in hand, was called 
by the heads of the school and pledged 
to secrecy, and Dr. Mitchell was per- 
mitted to appear in liis own defense, 
in person, and a personal appearance 
was refused to the students, though 
askt'd for them by one of the com- 
mittee of trustees. 


"Hi.-, Humiliation was pvvt through 


the 
whole 
Hoard of Trustees, with 


no students present to plead their side. 
It went to the Board of Bishops, with 
representative of the faculty on band 
to st-'c that righteous judgment was 
given, and no students present. When 
it was about to come up for final ac- 
tion before the Board of Bishops, sev- 
eral students wrote asking for per- 


mission to appear, some at their own 
expense, some asking for 
financial 


assistance, and be put face to face 
with Dr. Mitchell. 


"Their request was refused, though 


Dr. Mitchell's friends had right of 
way, and plead for dear life their side 
of the issue. 
The Board of Bishops 


by a majority of three confirmed Dr. 
Mitchell's nomination, as they said, 
'not without hesitation,' notwithstand- 
ing the obviously orie-sided and unfair 
advantage given him, and after asking 
him if he believed in the Deity of Je- 
sus Christ, and upon receiving his 
answer that he did. To be sure, within 
eighteen months afterwards he, pub- 
lished a book 'The World Before Abra- 
ham,' in which he distinctly denied as 
he had for years before his students, 
that Jesus Christ had the attributes of 
Kpeitjr when, in the flesh. Deity with-

his icebound quarters, and without a 
note of complaint he relates the grad- 
ual conquering of his body by the 
dread scurvy and of bis lonely fight 
with death. In the simple language of 
a sailor he tells of weakness which 
was overpowering him; 
of how he 


could not prepare a fire to cook bit 
meals, and that be was- slowly starv- 
ing and freezing. 
Through all this 


grim tale of suffering alone on a bar- 
ren was^e, rings a note of indomitable 
courage and at the last the quiet res- 
ignation of a brave man. There seems 
to be a note of Joy In Ode's last entry 
which reads, "Death at last. 
Four 


months alone." The body of the dead 
sal tor and his grim log were discovered 
recently by revenue cutter officers on 
Izenb-.i Island.

Washington.—Engineer J; B. Lip- 


pincott, of the government reclam- 
ation service, has returned to Wash- 
ington with a complete and import- 
ant report on the possibilities of ir- 
rigation works to be undertaken by 
the government in California. Mr. 
Llppincott seems to be more impressed 
With the possibilities of the Colorado 
fiver than with any other region, and 
It is safe to guess that a strong In- 
dorsement of the Colorado- river pro- 
ject will go to the secretary of the 
Interior.

of investigation, he says:

York commission men who refuse to 
work with the California Fruit agency 
in marketing the orange crop by the 
co-operation method and will only deal 
with independent shippers, are now de- 
termined to force a fight against the 
co-operative fruit agency in order to 
maintain their ascendency in the mar- 
ket and their practical control of 
prices. 
Heretofore these foes of the 


fruit agency, established by the orange 
growers to sell their fruit by the co- 
operative system, have had the first 
day for the sale of shipments from 
independent or individual growers and 
shippers. The co-operators have to 
wait until the next day when the de- 
mand Is much loss because of the sup- 
ply from the first day's sales, and by 
this means tho prices received on the 
second day are usually reduced and 
occasionally much less. 


.This practice has been carried on in 


face of tho fact that the ship- 


in ts of the co-operators through the 


"Hit agency have become very much 


larger than those of the independent 
and individual shippers and this abuse 
has reached a stage which induced tho 
Brie railroad, whoso facilities for the 
auction sales of the fruit gave them 
control of the situation, to issue an 
order to the effect that tho largest 
Shipper of oranges should have 
the 


first day for auction sales. This act of 
fairness ou the part of the railroad 
company has brought on tne war. The 
situation is thus outlined in the dis- 
patch of yesterday, Dec. 28. 


"As the combined shipments made 


through the fruit agency almost in- 
variably exceed those of the independ- 
ents the new order means that the 
Fruit Auction company will have the 
first selling privilege right along. This 
is something tho independents will 
not stand, and until they can make 
other arrangements they will sell their 
fruit by auction on dock, beginning a I 
9 o'clock every morning. So there will 
in future be simultaneous sales of 
California fruit at this center. 
Such 


a condition cannot in the long run, 
prove otherwise than detrimental to 


literature, booming the advantages of 
California and Texas, and telling of 
the vast resources, have been distrib- 
uted In the last eighteen months, and 
the campaign has also included exhibi- 
tions by stereopticon views and mov- 
ing pictures which were secured from 
the districts the bureau is trying to 
colonize. These were shown and lec- 
tured about in every state east of the 
Mississippi river.

Reyes is addressed to Secretary Hay 
and dated December 8 at Washington, 
and reads: 


"I have the honor to address your 


excellency for the purpose of stating 
respectfully that I have received from 
my government instructions 
to In- 


quire what attitude would be sustained 
by the United States in the event, 
which may take place, of Colombia 
troops or forces under the Colombian 
flag making their appearances on the 
Isthmus or attempting to land on the 
territory for the defense of the sover- 
eignty and integrity of Colombia and 
respecting the railroad line and the 
terminal points, in accordance with 
the stipulation of the treaty of 1846, 
which my country is ever ready to ob- 
serve." 


In answer to this Secretary Hay 


wrote General Reyes under date of 
December 11, saying, after quoting the 
question asked: 


"I have quoted your question text- 


ually and In reference to it am in- 
structed by the president to bring to 
the attention of your excellency the 
following facts: 


"That the republic of Panama pro- 


claimed Its independence on the third 
of last month; that, in consequence of 
this movement, the independence of 
Panama has been recognized by this 
government and by many others; that 
a treaty has been signed between the 
United States and Panama which has 
been ratified by the latter state and 
Is now awaiting ratification 'by the 
American senate; that by the pro- 
visions of said treaty the United States 
agrees to maintain the independence 
of Panama; that although the treaty 
has not yet become law by the act of 
congress, there ake already inchoate 
rights and duties created by it which 
place the responsibility of preserving 
peace and order on the Isthmus in the 
hands of the government of the United 
States and of Panama, even if such re- 
sponsibilities were not imposed by the 
historical events of the last fifty years. 


"In view of these facts I am in- 


structed to say to your excellency that 
the government of the United States 
would regard with the gravest concern 
any invasion of the territory of Pan- 
ama by Colombian troops, for the rea- 
son that bloodshed and disorder would 
inevitably result throughout the whole 
extent of the Isthmus, and for the 
further reason that, in the opinion of 
the president, the time has come in 
tho interest of universal commerce 
anil civilization, to close the chapter, 
of sanguinary and ruinous civil war 
in Panama." 


Secretary Hay, on December 30, 


19u;', acknowledged a letter from Gen- 
eral Reyes which had asked him to j 
;ay whether the, invasion of the terri-: 
lory of the Republic of Panama by j 
Colombian soldiers

larutio not war. The secretary called 
attention to a similar question which i 
(loneral Reyes had propounded Decora- | 
l>er S ami his reply thereto.

ing civil war in Panama. The secre- 
tary closed with the statement that 
he could only reiterate what he had

without material delays. For several 
years shippers have compialned of a 
lack of freight cars, and it Is claimed 
by those advocating remedial legisla- 
tion that hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been lost because of de- 
lays in handling freight after it was 
on the tracks. 


The past year conditions have been 


worse than ever before, and strong 
effort is being made to interest all the 
large lumber, grain, stock and fruit 
shippers in the proposed law. It Is be- 
lieved that if these four great ship- 
ping interests combine congress can- 
not well refuse to take some decisive 
action. 


The proposed law would Be quite an 


innovation, for while various- states 
have laws to control the freight traffic 
there Is no federal enactment that can 
properly control freight traffic in the 
manner desired by these shipping in- 
terests. 


The bill provides that the railway 


companies must receive 
and 
com- 


mence to carry freight within five 
days after notification by the shipper 
that such freight, is ready for trans- 
portation. • Failure to comply on the 
part of the railroaa shall entitle the 
shipper to a penalty of $10 for each 
day after the expiration of the five 
days' grace. The act will apply not 
only to the railroad which receives 
the freight, but also to all connecting 
roads, and at no time will a lack of re- 
quisite equipment on the part of the 
railways be an excuse for failure to 
receive and forward freight. 


The effect of this measure if enacted 


into law would be the Investment of 
vast sums in additional equipment and 
would undoubtedly curtail somewhat 
tue dividends now being earned by the 
great railroads, the transcontinental 
systems in particular.

terests behind the railroads will line 
up solidly against me proposed law, 
and the lumber Interests have already 
taken steps to have a fixed representa- 
tion at Washington, until they secure 
victory or suffer defeat.

UGANDA VILLAGES. 


Clennly Surrounding* nf the Tnhabl* 


tants of Kait Africa. 


The villages and huts of the natives 


->t Eastern Africa are described by Ma- 
jor Austin In "With 
Mncdonald 
in 


Uganda" as being generally well and 
substantially built. The villages are 
surrounded by a high wall and a deep 
ditch. 
Entrance is obtained only In 


two or three places by means of cause- 
ways across the ditch at re-entering 
angles of the wall, from which they 
are well flanked on both sides. The 
actual doorway is strongly barricaded 
by logs. 


The interior of the villages Is kept 


scrupulously clean, but the same can 
hardly be said for the exterior sur- 
roundings of the wall. Within the en- 
closure plantations of bananas and to- 
bacco are Trequently grown, so that in 
the event of a siege the food supply Is 
assured. The huts and granaries are 
constructed of neat wlckerwork, the 
granaries raised from the ground on 
piles, and the huts dome-shoped erec- 
tions of twigs and wattle with raised 
glass roofs. They are very snug In- 
side nnd beautifully clean, although 
very dark. The only light and ventila- 
tion Is by way of the low entrance, 
which is not more than two and a half 
feet iu height. Outside this entrance 
Is generally a low 
veranda, under 


whieli tho women work und grind their 
(lour. 


The young men of these settlements 


tire smart-looking fellows, with their 
liuir done uy In a quaint form of chig- 
non behind, fitting close to the head 
and well-i>!nstered down with what ap- 
pttiivs to be gray clay, which is baked 
hard by the sun. Into this they gen- 
erally stick an ostrich-feather or t«'o, 
find also a long curved piece of thin 
tiruss wire with a white "blob" of wool 
at tlie end, which bobs backward and 
•'orward over their heads as they walk.
